BEGIN TEXT: THE SOUTH AERICAN CHARGE D'AEFAIRES, A.I., 

PRESENTS HIS COMPLIMENTS TO THE ACTING SECRETARY OE STATE

1 . FOLLOWING IS TEXT OF SOUTH AFRICAN NOTE. 

BEGIN TEXT: THE SOUTH AFRICAN CHARGE D'AFFAIRES, A.L, 

PRESENTS HIS COMPLIMENTS TO THE ACTING SECRETARY OF STATE 
AND AT THE REQUEST OF HIS GOVERNMENT HAS THE HONOUR TO 
CONVEY THE FOLLOWING: 
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(1) THE REACTIONS OF THE SOUTH AFRICAN GOVERNMENT IN
